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Continuation of 3.: Applicants' proposed amendments set forth a new combination of limitations not previously considered that would 
require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1 .: Firstly, it is noted that applicants' response to the rejections set forth within paragraphs 1 , 3, 7, and 8 of the final Office 
action are based upon amendments that will not be entered. Secondly, with respect to the rejection set forth within paragraph 2 of the final 
Office action, the rejection has been maintained, since it is not seen that support for the solids content basis extends to anything other than 
water. Finally, the prior art rejection in view of Ramanathan et al. has been maintained for the reasons set forth within the final Office 
action. Applicants' arguments explaining the sequential process within page 9 of the response are not well taken, because the cited text 
specifies nothing more than the simultaneous reaction of the polyol and ionizable group containing compound with the isocyanate. This text 
does not relate to the argued sequential reaction set forth within column 9 of the reference. Despite applicants' response, the position is 
maintained that no probative evidence has been provided to demonstrate a patentable distinction between the products of the prior art and 
the instant product. 
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
